Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Health  Administration  in  tlie  County  for  1943. 
It  lias  been  compiled  in  an  abridged  form  in  accordance 
with  instructions  from  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health. 

There  have  been  no  Maternal  Deaths  during  the 
year.  It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  the  Still  Birth 
Rate  was  13*4  per  1,000  total  births  in  1943  as  compared  with 
48’3  in  1942,  an^  that  the  Birth  Rate  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  resident  population  was  17*3  in  1943,  as  compared 
with  151  in  1942. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  was  6 in  1943 
and  14  in  1942.  The  number  of  notifications  of  Tuberculosis 
was  19  as  compared  with  15  in  1942.  The  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  for  the  year  was  38  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with 
33  in  1942.  These  figures  illustrate  that  the  general  standard 
of  health  is  satisfactory. 

I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  staff  of  my 
Department  for  their  loyal  co-operation  and  assistance,  and 
to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  County  Council  for  the 
interest  they  have  taken  in  the  work  of  the  Department.
